The Government Will Not Break the Con- 
*stitution=The Opposition Not United. 
(Tranalation.) 

The German Reichstag was dissolved be- 
cause it rejected a bill demanding an increase 


of the standing army but at the same time of- 


fering a reduction of- the time of service. 
When a vote was taken on the bill there was 
no unanimity within the opposition party, but 
part of the Liberal and of the Center parties 
stood by the government. For this reason, if 
for no other, it ought to be thought that wap 
new elections the military bill would form the 
only point in dispute or at issue. . Instead of 
that the parties split up in such a manner that 
today there are twenty different groups in the 
field, and in every election district there ap- 
pear six candidates. Since according to Ger- 
man law a majority of all the votes cast is 
necessary for election, there will be but 
few districts in which the first election will 
be decisive. Hence in case the new Reichs- 
tag should again be refractory the govern- 
ment will bein a position tosay that it was 
the result of secondary elections from which 
the will of tne people did not appear clearly. 
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Undoubtedly it has a constitutional right to 
proceed to a second dissolution, and it is only 


a question if such a course would be political- 


ly wise. 

At all events there can be no thought of any 
conflict between the government and the peo- 
ple. Inorder to provoke such a conflict it 
would be neccessary for the government to be 
resolved to break the Constitution and a large 
opposition party would have to resist this at-

They run 
after shadowy ideals, quarrel about purely 
theoretical questions, and hence cannot give 
proper emphasis to their demands on the gov- 
ernment, and before they know themselves 
what they want itis not to be expected that 
the government should meet them. It is cer- 
tainly not the fault of the Emperor that the 
German people, which in all other respects is 


fully equal to all other nations, has been left 


behind, as far as political development is con- 
cerned, even by the Italians and Hungarians.

THINKS THE EMPIRE IS AT STAKE, 


An Increase of the Fighting Force Against 
Russia and France Necessary. 
[ Translation. | 

The dispute about the military bill in Ger- 
many can be understood properly only by 
those who consider the historic development 
of the relations between Germany and France 
and the militaryéstrength of the five principal 
powers of continental Eurepe. 

About twenty wars have been carried on be- 
tween France and Germany and the former 
was usually the aggressor, more particularly 
in recent history. Owing to the proverbial 
dissensions of the Germans, which only 
lately found expression in the splitting of the 
Reichstag into twelve factions, France was 
usually victorious and acquired large strips 
of territory from the German Empire. In the 
midst of peace the French surprised and rob- 
bed the City of Strasburg and the war of 
1870-’71 was begun by them from sheer love 
of glory, of fight and robbery. 

After their glorious victories in the years 
1870-’71 the Germans did not take all the 
stolen provinces but only the two old German 
fortresses of Metz and Strasburg with their 
appendages in order to secure the western 
frontier of Germany. 

Since the peace of Frankfort which ter- 
minated the war twenty-two years have 
elapsed. But no statesman or newspaper of 
France has approved of the terms of peace. 
They are all clamormg for revenge and 
France has been arming for a war of revenge 
against Germany with feverish haste. 
And as France is a constant 
menace to Germany in the west, 
30 is Russia in the east. Russia would con- 
quer India and Constantinople and all the 
provinces of the Balkan peninsula, of Austria 
and Germany, that are inhabited by Slavs. In 
opposition to these two disturbers of the peace 
the peaceable powers of Germany, Austria, 
and Italy have united in the Dreibund, whose 
main object is the preservation of peace and 
joint defense against attacks. 

From the figures below can be gathered the 
peace footing of the armies of these five princi- 
pal powers of Continental Europe. There are 
in service in Russia, 781,515 men; France, 
572.200 men; 
Austria. 326,640 men; Italy, 247,798 men. 
It follows that Russia and France 
have a force of 1,353,724 men under 
arms whereas the forces of the Dreibund 
amount to only 1,005,039. Every one who 
is familiar with military affairs knows that 
the European armies are drilling institutions 
in which recruits are trained usually for three 
years, when they are discharged to the re- 


serve and Landwehr and are mustered in

The two disturbing powers have in times of 
peace a quarter of a million more men under 
arms than the peaceable powers of the Drei- 
bund.

BIG WIRE NAIL PLANT ASSIGNS, 


Barkes & Co. of Cleveland, O., Suspend 
with Heavy Assets. 

Crzvetann, O., June 14.—The Baackes 
Wire Nail company has made an assignment. 
The inability to raise money to meet matur- 
ing paper was the sole cause of the failure, 
for the liabilities of the company are only 
$225,000, and the assets reach $900,000. 
The deed of assignment was filed in the Pro- 
bate Court this morning in favor of John 
Q. Riddle, who is a stockholder 
of the company. The bond of the assignee 
was fixed at $50,000 and he at once took 
charge of the immense works of the corpora- 
tion. The company is one of the largest man- 
ufacturers of wire nailsin the United States, 
if not in the world, and itis backed by capi- 
talists of Cleveland worth millions of dollars. 

The causes leading up tothe failure are best 
described in the language of C. B. Lockwood, 
the President of the Baackes company. He 
said: We 3 = under cover to keep 
creditors from slaughtering us.

The Reservation Blacksmith Forced to Flee 
to Save His Lite- Dr. Walker, Who Shot 
an Indian While Searching for Whisky, 
Is Under Guard, but as the Wounded 
Buck Will Likely Recovér He May Not 
Shooting Are Told, 

Bnammnůn, Minn., June 14.— [Special. 
The regular aruiy trodps left at 7 Oelock 
morning for Leech Lake. It is expected they 
will arrive at their destination late Thursday 
afternoon. Considerable commofion was 
created here this morning on the arrival of an 
Indian interpretet from the reservation. His 
name is Ke-Wuh-Binais,and he says the trouble 
was brought on by whisky. Considerable 
quantities of whisky had been received on 
the reservation recently. He reports that the 
Indians are not disposed to make trouble and 
are now holding Dr. Walker awaiting the 
action of the authorities. 

The Indian shot by Dr. Walker was wound- 
ed in the mouth and will probably recover. If 
he should die, however, before the arrival of 
the troops: if would go hard with Dr. 
Walker, who would, he thinks, be killed. The 
friends of the Wounded Indian have concen- 
trated their foteés, and are the only ones to 
be feared Ke-Wuh-Binais left the reservation 
yesterday to accompany Indian Agent Ruffee 
as interpreter.

‘Two Fishermen in a Bost Off the End of 


Graceland Avenue, Lake View, Discover 
a Floating Form and Identify ItRe- 
mains Taken to the Morgue, No. 14 
East Madison Street=Inquest to Be Held 
This Morning=Funeral Is se se 
for Tomorrow, 

The body of Herman Schaffner, the banker 
whose mysterious disappearance has been the 
talk of financial circles since June 3, was 
found floating in the lake off Graceland ave- 
nue yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock. The 
body was discovered by M. Sebastian, No. 250 
Ward street, and Charles Friedrich, 
No. 857 Melrose street, two fishermen 
who were fishing off Graceland avenue. The 
police were notified and the body taken to the 
undertaking establishment at No. 14 Madi- 
son street. This discovery disposes of the 
suspicions of some persons who have been in- 
clined to think the suicide theory of Mr. 
Schaffner’s disappearance somewhat of a 
hoax. The funeral was announced last night 
to take place tomorrow. 

When Sebastian and Friedrich started to 
examine their nets in the lake early yesterday 
afternoon they noticed a dark object floating 
in the water about half a mile from 

two miles north 
Mr. Schaffner 

i 8. But little 
attention was paid to the object as it rose and 
fell on the wu ves, and for some time it was 


forgotten. At 3 o’clock Sebastiam noticed 


the dark.object about 800 yards east of his 
boat, it having been driven there by the 
strong east wind. Calling the attention of 
Friedrich to what ‘looked a little strange, it 
was decided to observe the object closer. It 
proved to be the body of Herman Schaffner, 
floating face upward. 

The two men were unable to handle the 
body alone, so they called upon Charles 
Richter, who was in a boat near by, for 
assistance. They then succeeded in loading 
the body into the boat and rowing it to shore. 
There Sebastian notified the Town Hall Police 
Station and the patrol wagon carried the 
body to that place. From there it was taxen 
to the undertaker. 


Identification Cards Are Discovered, 


The black suit, the white shirt with initials 
H. S., the business and identification cards, 
the blank books, gold spectacles with name, 
gold watch with F. C. G. on case, all pointed 
at once to the belief that the body wis that of 
the missing banker. This belief was stre th- 
ened into gertainty when relatives hoked at 
the remains. 

The watch did not belong to Mr. Sehaffner, 
but was one which had been loaned to him 
while his watch was in the repairer’s hands. 
The identification card was one from the Inter- 
national Identification company, issued Sept. 
9, 1892, and numbered 1,234. The card was 
bound in morocco and set forth the identity 
of the bearer in full, stating where he lived 
and what his business was. It also @alled at- 
tention to a picture of Mr. Schaffner on an- 
other page of the little book. 

The police have been working industriously 
on this suicide theory ever since June 3, but it 
remained for an accidental discovery to prove 
what the family and friends of Mr. Schaffner 
have feared all along. Upon the body was no 
sign of violence. 

The relatives and associates of Mr, Schaff- 
ner felt somewhat relieved over the discov- 
ery, which does away with the terrible uncer- 
tainty and the suspicions of the days before. 

The inquest will be held at 10 o’elock this 
morning, and the funeral will probably take 
place from the Schaffner residence tomorrow.

Chief Justice Bingham, in the course of his 
opinion, took occasion to lecture the excited 
clerks who thronged the court-room on the 
necessity of maintaining decorum. He told 
them a Coroner’s court was not te be consid- 
ered asa town meeting. However deploring 
the circumstances, it was the duty of all good 
citizens to pay respect to the law. Whatever 
the findings of a Coroner’s court might be, 
they were not final, and any wrong dohe 
could be righted by proper legal means here- 
after. He admonished them to let the further 
proceedings be conducted in a guiet, orderly 
way by the Coroner himself, and to repress 


their feelings. This admonition had an ob- 


viously good effect. 

In deference to the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia that there 
is no such officer of the District of Columbia 
as Deputy Coroner Dr. Shaffer, who had been 
conducting the inquest at Willard Hall in 
that supposed capacity immediately adjourned 
the proceedings until tomorrow at 11 o'clock, 

The Commissioners of the District decided 
this afternoon to ordera new inquest, and 
directed Mr. Thomas, the Attorney for the 
District, to assist Coroner Patterson in con- 
ducting it. In view of Dr. Patterson’s ill- 
health the Commissioners thought seriously 
of appointing a new Coroner, but on Dr. Pat- 
terson’s statement that he could conduct the 
inquest if Mr. Thomas were allowed to assist 
him the inquest was ordered. 

It was learned that the bodies of Messrs. 
Loftus and Fagan, two of the victims, were 
still in the vault at Glenwood Cemetery, and 
the officers of the cemetery were directed not 
to inter them without permission of the Coro- 
ner. Dr. Patterson decided to resummon the 
old 9 Warner, Hanvey, Ayre, Kel- 
log eider, and Sibley.

IMPROVING CHICAGO HARBOR. 


Capt. Marshall’s Report Shows Considera- 
ble Work Done During May. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 14.—[Special. ]— 

Capt. W. L. Marshall’s report of operations 


for May, 1893, for improving the harbor at 
Chicago, says: 
At the beginning of the month two different 
contracts were in force for dredging 34,056 cubic 
ards of material from the entrance to Chicago 
arbor and for rebuilding superstructure over 
2,500 lineal feet of the southerly breakwater and 
over 1.225 lineal feet of the south pier. Work 
under the first of these contracts was commenced 
March 21, 1893. Up to May 1 34,813 cubic yards 
of material had been removed. From the beginning 
of the month to the 25th, when the work was 
completed, 22,853 cubic yards were removed, or 
57,666 cubic yards in all—23,610 cubic yards in 
excess of the amount required by the contract. 
Work ander the second contract commenced vir- 
tually May 26 by the removal of a portion of the 
old superstructure over the northeast end of the 
south breakwater, and jt is — 7 during June 
to continue the work of ilding a new super- 
structure over the southerly break water.

GOLD GOING INTO THE TREASURY. 


Demand for Currency in the West Hel 
the Situation. ä 

Wasurinetor. D. C., June 14.—The Treas- 
ury gold is being built up by the deposit in 
New York of gold certificates in exchange for 
currency orders in the West. The demand 
for money in the West still continues, and 
through this exchange the Treasury is re- 
ceiving gold at the same time that it is accom- 
modating the New York banks in placing 
currenty at Western points. The net gold in 
the Treas at the close of business 
was $92,138,815, an» increase of nearly 
$1,000,000 over the day before and an in- 
crease of more than 62,000, 000 during the

PUTS AN END TO THE TRAIN ROBBERIES. 


Capture of Bold Highwaymen in the 
Mountain Fastnesses of California. T 
The last chapter in one of the most sensa- 
tional man hunts recorded in many years was 
ended in the arrest of train robber Chris 
Evans, as fully noted in the dispatches. He 
was found in the California mountains, near 
Fresno, and severely wounded before he was 
taken, while his partner, John Sontag, ur- 
rested two days before, was shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded before he gave up. The pur- 
suit of these men has lasted for ever five 
months, and before they were taken they had 
killed at least five men and wounded fully 
twice as many. 

When the train robbery occurred at Kesota, 
Minn., it was noted that the work was done 
in exactly the same manner as was the train 
robbery at Westefn Union Junction, Wis., a 
short time before, dynamite i used 
both cases to blow open the car doors. In 
both these robberies the American Express 
company was the chief sufferer, and Frank 
Werner, the chief special agent of the ex- 

ress company, employed the services of the 
inkertons in an endeavor to locate the rob- 
beries. 

It was found at Mankato, Minn., that two 
mysterious men had arrived at about the 
same time, both claiming to be from Califor- 
nia, but stopping at different hotels. It was 
further found that they were absent from 
Mankato the night of the train robbery. This 
was not considered sufficient evidence for 
their arrest, however, and they were followed 
to St. Paul, where it was found they bought 
tickets to California over the Northern 
cific railroad. Desiring to know more about

In 
no case did they secure any large amount of 
money, but perhaps the most characteristic 
thing about their robberies was the utter fear- 
lessness which they displayed on every occa- 
sion and entire disregard of human life when 
it stood .between them and liberty. The 
chances now are that John Sontag may die 
from his wounds, while Evans will recover to 
serve a life sentence in the California peni- 
tentiary. 


FEMALE COWBOY IN THE SIOUX LANDS. 


Dresses Like the Men and Cares for the 
Cattle of Her Father. 

CRAUMRRLAIN, S. D., June 14.—[Special.]— 
A genuine female cowboy lives west ot here 
in the ceded Sioux lands. Her name is 
Gertrude Petan and she is 18 years of age. 
Upon her parents moving to the ceded lands 
she accompanied them, and has since remained 
at their new home on Bull Creek, in Pratt 
County. Her father invested in about 300 
head of cattle. As her only grown brother 
works on an adjoini ranch the duty de- 
volves upon her to take care of the cattle 
owned by her father. 

She does not simply take the cattle to the 
range and leave them there, but remains with 
them all day and takes care of them as well as 
any cowboy. Her duties frequently take her 
from thirty to forty miles from home, as the 
cattle must be kept moving in order to feed 
good allday. Frequently some of the cattle 
become mired in the mud along the streams 
where they graze. And then comes the hard- 
est part of her work. She must rescue the 
cattle from their perilous position. This she 
doesin true cowboy fashion by fastening a 
lariat to the horns of the cattle, with the other 
end of the rope securely fastened to the horn 
of her saddle, Then a strong steady pull by 
her pony draws the imprisoned cattle toa 
place of safety on dry ground.

Beautiful as the Fair is in itself, with its 
picturesque’ grounds, superb buildings, and 
manifold exhibits, it does not take long to 
weary the visitor with sight-seeing. As an 
offset to this fatigue there should be outdoor 
attractions of various kinds and facilities 
should be provided for seeing them.

The Conéessionnaires’ club also has decided 
to make a grand procession of all the strange 
peoples on the Midway Plaisance through the 
grounds Saturday. It will be a rare spectacle 
and undoubtedly will attract thousands of 
spectators. As a popular exhibit indeed it 
will vie with anything on the grounds. The

OPEN THE VICTORIA HOUSE. 
The letters printed in Tun Tmnun  yester- 


ing of the want of courtesy displayed by Sir 
Henry Wood, the Secretary of the English 
Commission, in closing Victoria House to the 
public, except during a few hours Saturdays, 
voice a.protest which is heard continually at 
Jackson Park. Presuming that the Victoria 
House is open, like every other foreign and 
State building, the visitor enters the vestibule 
only to encounter a British Bobby,“ who 
calls his attention in a peremptory manner to 
an inconspicuous notice posted in the door- 
way, to the effect that the building is open to 
the public Saturdays from 10 to4, and that on 
other days admission. can be had only by 
tickets, which must be obtained by writing to 
the Secretary of the Royal Commission. It 


that ninety-nine visitors out of a hundred 
have no time to waste in writing to the Secre- 
tary, and even if they had they do not 
know the name of the Secretary or the locali- 
ty to address. So they go away. having seen 
everything else at the Fair except this partic. 
ular building. 

It is not likely Ausericatie would deem it a 
misfortune to have Victoria House closed, as 
they have no national associations connected 
with it, so there is no need of entering a pro- 
test on their account. So far as they are con- 
‘cerned, if Sir Henry Wood desires to air his 
pomposity atthe expense of his courtesy by 
shutting the house to the publie six days out 
of seven he can shut it also on the seventh, 
and Americans would not deem it a misfort- 
une if he closed it the whole week. But in 
behalf of thousands of English and Canadian 
residents of this city and visitors to the Fair, 
Tus Tuner enters its protest against this 
characteristic bit of boorishness. The State 
buildings on the grounds are open every week 
day and some of them on Sunday to the 
public. The doors of the Canadian, German,

The White City is simply ineffable. I have 


been a great believer in the Fair for the last year 
or two as representative of American genius in 
the esthetic as well asthe executive, but I have 
been entirely overwhelmed since coming hete by 
the beauty and magnificence of the buildings and 
by the manner in which they have been placed on 
the lagoons and waterways. 


It seoms to me/it is 
as great an achievement to have built this Fair 
up in two years as it was to build Rome in 500 
Jhave long believed that the American 
people would achieve as great success in art as 
they had done in industry when they once t#rned 
their minds and their hearts to it; and it seems 
to me now that they have done this earlier than 


eould have been expected by the most sanguine. 


The White City is beautiful beyond any man’s 
power of expression, and no one can conceive its 
beauty and magnificence except by looking upon 
it with his own eyes. It is the first great artistic 
triumph of the American people.

poses, and has not coined a single additional 
silver five-franc piece since about 1875. 
Eighteen years ago it ceased to expand its de- 
preciated mass of silver, but has continmed 
buying and coining gold all that time. 
it discontinued the coining of silver it has in- 
creased its stock of gold coin by fully 830, 
000,000, while the stock of silver has re- 
mained stationary or decreased, except as it 
has had to carry some silver coins issued by 
other members of the Latin Union. 


Since 


This cessation of silver coinage has per- 


mitted France to be “ serene and prosperous, 
keeping in circulation its previously accumu- 
lated stock of silver coin without allowing it 
to sink to a level with its bullion value. Had 
France continued its old free silver coinage 
policy it would have plunged down to a mano- 
metallic silver basis at least a dozen years 
ago, Its silver five-franc pieces would BOW 
have a purchasing power of 60 cents in terms 
of gold, or 64 per cent of gold (the franc 
being equal to 10.3 cents), and the country 
would now be destitute of gold. Every gold 
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was stacked up idle in the National Treasury. 
France ig not cursed with any folly of that 
sort. No stupid eranks or knavish statesmen 
like Teller of Colorado, Jones of Arkansas, 


or Bland of Missouri dominate its financial 


policy. Charlatanry and erankery do not 
tule the national finanées in France as they 
do in the United States. Rascals intent on 
cheating creditors out of 40 per cent of their 
equities do not run the French Parliament, 
Senator Teller ig deliberately closing his 


eyes to current facts in continuing to defend 


the childish and insane proposition that peo- 
ple would be better off than now if they were 
paid in watered money possessing a purchas- 
ing power only three-fifths as great per dollar 
as the gold dollar. If he would take an un- 
prejudiced look at the situation he could not 
fail to perceiye that one of the chief causes of 
the existing financial stringency, which came 
near producing a financial panic, is the wide- 
spread apprehension that all existing credits 
and equities ahd allthe currency of the United 
States will be thrust down to the silver dollar 
basis of value—namely: reduced by nearly 40 
cents on each dollar. This fear has affected 
millions of men and billions of credits and 
money. It is the dread of what Teller is 
striving for that has operated to bring about 
the stringency, and that dread must be dis- 
pelled before the country can resume its nor- 
mal condition. 

The first thing of all to do for the removal 
of this feeling is to adopt the silver policy of 
France, which Senator Teller professes to ad- 
mire while he does not understandit. We 
must repeal the Sherman silver purchase act, 
thus putting a stop to purchases of silver by 
the Treasury at any price, and then adopt the 


proposition made by the late Seeretary 


Windom, that the government shall redeem 
its Treasury notes with a gold dollar’s worth 
of silver for each dollar named on the note 
presented for redemption. After that public 
confidence will gradually return, so far as the 
currency is concerned, and the people no 
longer will be disturbed by fears of a whole- 
sale shrinkage in the value of their money and 
credits: Then they will scout the visionary 
rant of such men as Teller as idle dreams. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY IN COLLEGES. 

The address made at the méeting of the Phi 
Beta Kappa Society at Evanston yesterday by 
Dr. Poole of the Newberry Library contained 
at least one original and striking idea. It was 
that the faculty of each university should be 
increased by the addition of a wise and pro- 
fessional bibliogfaphiét,” whose class-room 
should be the university library, where he 
should give iustruetion in thé scientific method 
of using books, It is certain that such in- 
struction not often is given now. It is seldom 
the case that the attention of the student is 
directed to any works except his class books. 
He ought; as Dr. Poole says, to be taught of 
the existence of the most useful books, what 
they treat of and what théy will do for him.“ 
Only a small propottion of thé questions which 
are constantly being asked of newspapers by 
fairly educated men’ would. be put by them 
had they been taught at any period in their 
lives where to look for information. They 
have never been told offthe existence of refer- 
ence books easily accessible,, which contain 
all they want to how. To know everything 
is impossible. To know where about every- 
thing can be found u not so difficult. 

Of course Dr. Poole wishes his professor of 
bibliography to have a good class-room. 
That is, it is essential thatthe university with 
which he is connected should have an admira- 
ble library. He asserts—some will be sur- 
prised—that while the popularity of a univer- 
sity once depended wholly on the professional 
reputation of its instructors, ‘ now the lead- 
ing question relates to the size, character, and 
value of its library.“ He says further that 
while so much of the money given with great 
liberality of late for educational purposes 
has been devoted to the éndowment and sup- 
port of libraries, yet the university libre ies 
of the West have not had their due share. 
That being the case the liberal givers of this 
part of the country should listen to Dr. 
Poole’s suggestion and put their money where 
it will do the most good. 

Nor would it bea bad idea if the North- 
western University, to whose students Dr. 
Poole’s remarks were addressed, were the 
first to establish one of these new professor- 
ships and thus add an attractive and useful 
study to its curriculum. 


Ar the meeting of the Inter-State Sabbath 
Committee of the Américan Sabbath-School 
Union, held at Indianapolis day before yes- 
terday, the Sunday-closing question was dis- 
qussed. One of the more intemperate cler- 
ical members favored boycotting the Fair if 
opened Sundays. Others disagreed with him 
and said they should attend it, even if, con- 
trary to their wishes, it was kept open on the 
first day of the week. Their sentiments met 
with the favor. It was suggested finally 
that the efficacy of prayer be triéd. This was 
agreed to and a fervent appeal was made for 
Sunday closing in which all joined,

days had used simply the methods of St. 
James and filed supplications in heaven’s 
chancery instead of clamoring for the filing 
of bills for injunctions in earthly courts and 
the calling out of troops. They ought to have 
stuck to spiritual weapons and not have de- 
serted them for worldly ones. But it may be 
that they have more faith in the decrees of a 
United States court than in any other agency. 

The question of Sunday closing will be 
argued today before Chief Justice Fuller and 
Judges Allen and Bunn. Their decision may 
not be made known till Friday or Saturday. If 
it accords with the wishes of the members of 
the Sabbath-School Union will they look on it 
asan answer to their supplications? If it 
does not, how will- they explain it? Probably 
by assuming that their prayers were not ferv- 
ent or they themselves not righteous enough.

At tome banks the country demand 
was still quite as sharp as it Kas been at any 
time, and in such cases the view of the outlook 
was naturally gloomy. 

One 
large brokerage house said it lad been offered 
$50,000 by a bank. That must be taken as an 
extraordinary incident, however, for there are a 
great many people with both unquestioned credit 
and considerable claims for bank accommoda- 
tion who are not getting the money which they 
absolutely-need and which they would in any- 
thing like normal times receive readily. There 
are houses in the highest standing and some of 
them of great importance in thb s commercial 
world that are still seriously embarrassed over 
the condition of the money market. Some blame 
the attitude of the banks for thi’, and declare 
that there are some bankers here who have no 


more title to the name than have the gentlemen 
who display three balls os the badge of their busi- 


ness. In that connection, however, it is to be re- 


_membered that there has been a mist extraordi- 


nary dawing down of deposits and that there are 
many banks in no position to be liberal whatever 
they might desire to do. 

While the demand for currency from the coun- 
try was much less at some of the lo@al banks, the 
shipments from New York were perhaps larger 
than they have been in any single day. It was 
expected that considerably over $1,000,000 
would be shipped. The conclusion #hould not be 
jumped at in reference to these shipments that 
they are simply the drawing dow of bankers’ 
balances in New York. instead of that they are 
largely if not altogether demands “Against ship- 
ments of produce and grain. Cattle and hogs 
are coming forward fairly, and there are heavy 
shipments in some lines of produce; In the last 
two days vessel room for 1,000,000 Bu corn has 
been engaged.

For the man who hag bought 
stock and paid for it that situation need mean 
nothing at all, for there is little debate over the 
proposition that present quotations are below in 
trinsic values. So long, however, ag the investor 
who contemplates buying thinks that a consider- 
able load of stock may be dumped on the market 
and a depression follow which will enable him to 
pick up stock at prices considerably low 
the present ones it is natural that investment 
buying should be checked. That is just the sit- 
uation now. People are waiting to see what will 
become of this load of stock. If the market is 
put up materially they feel certain that the stock 
will be sold and the people who put the market 
up will have to shoulder it. If the’ market gdes 
down the prospect that the stock will be sold is 
quite as good, for in most cases the collateral at 
present quotations covers the loans. 2 pros- 
pect is good for awaiting market. Tradjng for 
the second account will begin in a week. amd with 
the end of this account so near there is mot like- 
ly to be much account speculation. The June ac- 
count is probably very small, however, and the 
demand for turning stocks at the end ‘of this 
month ought not to be great.

The wheat market exhibited an undertone of 
fair strength@nd scored about e net gain for 
the day. Speculative trade was only moderate 
and chiefly local, and there was really little in 
the news, although this rather favored the long 
side.
